SCRIPTURE  OR  SERMON

Only  the  person  who  has  prepar¬ 
ed  and  delivered  a  sermon  knows 
all  that  is  involved.  Only  the. man 
who  stands  to  deliver  sermons  time 
after  time  can  feel  the  consterna¬ 
tion  that  sweeps  the  soul  of  the 
“What  shaU  I 


"sermonizer. 
preach?  How  shall  1  prepare  this 
sermon?  What  materials  must  go 
into  it?”  Does  not  such  situation 
often  drive  us  just  to  preach  a  ser¬ 
mon? 

“Preach  the  Word!”  echoes  and 
re-echoes  through  the  mind  of  the 
preacher.  But  it  may  not  be  easy 
to  put  the  Word  into  a  sermon— we 
go  on  sermonizing.  People  want  a 
sermon.  They  enjoy  the  sermon,  it 
was  a  good  sermon,  or  they  didn't 
like  that  sermon,  etc.  Thus  we  have 
become  sermon  conscious. 

Sermons  may  be  full  of  tradi¬ 
tions,  contradictions,  suppositions, 
propositions,  with  everything  in 
perfect  order — even  to  the  preposi¬ 
tions,  but  still  leave  the  souls  of 
the  hearers  in  a  state  of  famine 
for  hearing  the  Word  of  God.  The 
heart  cries  of  people  who  are  not 
preachers,  both  'men  and  women, 
saying,  “Why  don’t  our  preachers

Dr.  Gill  said  the  Baptist  work  in 
Vie  Bahama  Islands  was  inaugu¬ 
rated  by  the  London  Baptist  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society ;  but  for  many  years 
has  had  no  official  relationship  to 
the  mother  body.  There  are  now 
some  20,000  Baptists  organized  in 
approximately  200  churches,  affil¬ 
iating  with  two  large  conventions.

The  Baptist  Convention  of  Gua¬ 
temala  Honduras  has  18  churches 
with  a  total  of  916  members,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  statistical  report 
presented  at  the  recent  annual 
meeting  in  Chimaltenango.

The  churches  counted  239  profes  ' 
sions  of  faith  and  180  baptisms  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year.
